Arthur Killam, 55 years old, a 
Salesman for the Remington Arms 
Co., and a champion trapshooter, 
fell dead while duck hunting today 
about five miles north of Charles- 
ton, Mo.

GREAT BRITAIN WON'T MAKE 
INDIVIDUAL REPLY TO ITALY 


Feels Joint Answer on Sanctions by 
All Nations Concerned Is 
Only Way. 

By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 13.—An authori- 


tative source said today that Great 
Britain, in a new rebuff to Premier 
Mussolini, has let it be known that 
it is not considering an individual 
reply to Italy’s note protesting 
against the application of League 
of Nations’ sanctions. 

It was stated authoritatively that 
the British Government, contrary to 
Italy’s request for individual replies, 
feels a joint answer by all coun- 
tries should be framed through the 
League of Nations. 

Inasmuch@as the nations are act- 
ing jointly at Geneva, this source 
said, there are no grounds for indi- 
vidual notes of protest and there- 
fore Great Britain feels that a reply 
should be forwarded only after ex- 
changes of views leading up to a 
joint answer. Such exchanges, it 
was said, have not been begun.

CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 13.—Thirty- 
nine persons were injured today in 
clashes between police and students 
celebrating Independence day. 
Crowds smashed windows of the 
British Consulate. 

The situation was quieted as 
Egyptian infantry took over control 
from the police, but further trouble 
was feared after a mass meeting 
called for tonight. 

One person was killed and three 
seriously injured at Tanah when po- 
lic efired on a hostile crowd. Forty- 
five policemen Were hurt, 13 se- 
riously. 

The students celebrated Egypt’s 
Independence day by holding dem- 
onstrations in which speakers de- 
nounced Sir Samuel Hoare, British 
Foreign Secretary.

Trucks carried loads of the 
blanks and booklets to office build- 
ings, industrial plants and retail 
stores throughout the city which 
had volunteered to distribute them. 

The commission will begin to re- 
ceive applications Nov. 25 at tem- 
porary quarters in the exhibition 
hall of. the Municipal Auditorium. 
The entrance will be on Fifteenth 
street. Clerks will be able to ac- 
commodate 5000 to 6000 persons a 
day, and the commission expects to 
issue 400,000 licenses at 50 cents 
each, good for a two-year period. 

Questions to be answered on the 
applications relate ‘to a physical 
description, length of driving ex- 
perience, whether the applicant is 
an habitual drunkard, drug addict, 
mentally ill, a-sufferer from epilep- 
sy or has a serious physical disabil- 
ity, and whether the applicant 
wears spectacles while driving. Ap- 
plicants between the ages of 16 and 
18 years must have the signatures 
of their parents or guardians. No 
licenses will be issued to those un- 
der 16. 

Each applicant must pass an eye- 
test requiring that he or she read 
letters four inches high, three 
inches wide, and with a three-quar- 
ter inch stroke, from 200 feet 
away.

ST. LOUIS MEMORIAL 


Tells of Oral Pledge of Ajd 
and Indicates He Will Sign 
Executive Order.

WASHINGTON, Nev. 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today that the 
Government had given an _. oral 
agreement to begin at once the 
work of razing buildings on the site 
of the memorial to Thomas Jeffer- 
son and the Western pioneers on 
the St. Louis river front. 

The President added that he had 

discussed with Secretary of the In- 


terior Ickes, PWA Administrator, 
the form of an executive order to 


$7,500,000 in bonds that were ap- 
proved on Sept. 10, and with this 
amount to purchase the site. 

It was pointed out to the Presi- 
dent that an oral agreement was 
not sufficient to authorize sale of 
the bonds and commencement of 
the work. He indicated that he 
would sign the executive order 
shortly if it could be made to con- 
form with the President’s policy. 
The tentative draft of this order 


has not yet been submitted to him, 
he said. 
President's Attitude. 

City Counselor Charles M. Hay 
and Associate Counselor E. H. Way- 
man of St. Louis are here now 
working out the form of the order 
with PWA’s legal staff. 

The President said that he could 
make no committment for funds 
after July 1, 1936. He said he had 
no funds that might be applied 
after that date. 

The amount that can be spent on 
the proposed memorial prior to July 
1, and the number of men that can 
be put to work on the project are 
being discussed, the President says. 

The form of the executive order, 
which must define the project as a 
national project, specify the share 


tal cost, and the snare of the Fed- 
eral Government as three-fourths, 
was still being studied, the Pres- 
ident said. He discussed it at 
lunch yesterday with Secretary 
Ickes, he added. 

According to the original plan, 
the city would put up $7,500,000, the 


approximate cost of the site, and the 


Federal Government would agree to 
allocate $22,500,000, the balance of 
the cost of the Memorial. The 
sum that can be spent before July 
1, chiefly for clearing the site, will 
obviously be small.

FRE SWEEPS SCHOOL 
~ FIGHT CHILDREN HURT 


Jump From Second Floor at 
Selma, Va.—200 Others 
Get Out Safely.

|— Eight small children, trapped in a

An hour after the fire school au- 
thorities said none. of the children 
perished in the flames but at the 
nearby Cnhesupeake & Ohio Hos- 
pital eight of them, suffering in- 
juries from broken bones, were be- 
ing treated. Milton Craft, 9 years 
old, suffered fractures of both legs. 
Others, less seriously hurt or suf- 
‘fering only from shock, were cCar- 
|ried to their homes. 

' D. L. Carter, who operates a 
|store near the school, said “flames 
| were bursting from the windows’ 
| when he hurried to the fire. Several 
‘had leaped when their means of 
exit had been cut off by the rapidly 
spreading blaze and as he neared 
‘the building a child, almost suffo- 
cated and apparently unconscious, 
| was being carried down a ladder by 
| firemen. 

| Firemen from Clifton Forge, 
across the Jackson River from 
Selma, answered the alarm and con- 
centrated their attention on saving 
the children. Some 200 children, 
most of them girls and boys not yet 
in their teens, were in the building 
when the fire was discovered. Car- 
ter said apparently the fire started 
in the basement and spread up- 
ward rapidly.

East 
St. Louis, with whom Nash had 
spent Monday drinking at various 
East Side taverns, was released af- 
ter Assistant State’s Attorney Wen- 
dell J. Phillips had ordered that she 
give a $500 bond as a material wit- 
ness. 

Mrs. Bryant, a divorcee, formerly 
was employed as a waitress by 
Nash when he operated an East

Clair avenue and took him to the 
Nash home at 1230 Illinois avenue 
where the shooting took place less 
than an hour later.

President Wiison was try- 
ing to keep the country cut of war, 
but bankers who had made foreign 
loans and munition faciories which 
had received and executed large or- 
ders dragged the administration in- 
to the war from the most selfish 
and sordid motives.’ 


Attitude of Cabinet. 

“Throughout 1916 until the Ger- 
man declaration of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare, it was the settled 
belief of the President and, so far 
as I know, of all the members of 
the Cabinet, that the United States 
would not be drawn into the con- 
flict. The situation was tense and 
grave at all times and questions af- 
fecting the rights of America and 
Americans as neutrals were con- 


stantly arising— |

lies than with Germany. 

“From the beginning to the end 
of my official life in Washington, 
I never heard the President or any 
member of his Cabinet, either in 
conference or in private conversa- 
tion, express any opinion that the 
United States ought to go into the 
war or that any commercial or fi- 
nancial interest, either of the Unit- 
ed States or of any group of our 
citizens, would be promoted by go- 
ing in. 

No Pressure From Industry. 

“No industrialist or banker ever 
expressed such an opinion to me 
and I never heard from my official 
associates that any such opinion 
had been expressed to them. 

“Through the anxious months 
after the declaration of unrestrict- 
ed submarine warfare, it became 
clearer day by day that the danger 
of our being drawn into the war 
was increasing, but the talk be- 
tween the President and his asso- 
ciates was constantly a searching 
quest for something which would 
avert war. 

“The tensions in modern interna- 
tional relations are industrial and 
commercial, and the causes of mod- 
ern war grow out of the efforts of 
nations to acquire economic secur-

BACTERIA TUBE DROPPED FROM 
STRATOSPHERE BALLOON FOUND 


Spore-Collecting Device Released at 
Top of Bag’s Ascent Landed

25,000 new employes were added to 
the Government’s payroll during 
the month of September, it is 
shown in the latest report of the 
Civil Service Commission, released 


yesterday. 
The exact number of new Gov- 


ernment workers added in that 
month was 24,239, bringing the to- 
tal to 794,467, approaching the war- 
time peak, reached in November, 
1918, of 917,760. | 

In the District of Columbia alon 
there were 108,952 Federal employes 
whereas the wartime peak for the 
Capital was 117,760. The latest in- 
creases bring the Government’s 
payroll close to $1,500,000,000 a year. 
This is exclusive of the army, the 
navy and the judiciary. 

In “Emergency Agencies.” 

The increases were largely in the 
“emergency” agencies, in Septem- 
ber, according to the commission’s 
report, there were 59,406 employes 
in the “new” agencies. These “new” 
agencies take in the manifold new 
activities of the Government—the 
Housing Administratio, the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
TVA and NRA. 

The Civil Service Commission has 
put in a separate category employes 
who are engaged in administering 
the relief activities of the Govern- 
ment, including the Works Progress 
Administration. In this general 
group there were 112,259 employes 
in September. Works Progress 
alone added 4327 workers in the 
field besides nearly 1000 in Wash- 
ington WPA’s own staff and more 
than 2000 atthe Treasury writing 
WPA checks. 

Adding the total of employes in

BRITAIN’S ELECTION. 

The British system of a flexible date for national 
elections has three features not found in such coun- 
tries as the United States, where the date is fixed. 
For one thing, the campaign is short, since the stat- 
ute provides that only 21 days may elapse between 
the dissolving of one House of Communs and the 
formation of another. For another, a flexible date 
makes it possible to bring an issue before the coun- 
try while it is fresh in the public mind, and the 
voters may return or throw out the party in power 
on the basis of that issue. Third, a tremendous ad- 
vantage is given to the party in power by its privi- 
lege, within certain limits, of choosing an election 
date when the time seems ripe as a matter of political 
strategy. 

Prime Minister Baldwin, leader of the Conservative 
Government, has played his cards shrewdly in choos- 
ing tomorrow as the day for the elections. The law 
provides that no House of Commons can hold office 
for longer than five years, and it is customary for an 
election to be held at some time before its legal life 
expires. The present Parliament’s term still has a 
year to run, and Mr. Baldwin seized the psycholog- 
ical moment when the country was almost solidly be- 
hind his Government on the dominant issue of sanc- 
tions against Italy to bid for a return to power. 

Doing so, he has largely stolen the thunder of his 
party’s opponents, and a sweeping victory, though 
probably not of the landslide proportions of the 1931 
election, seems assured. An unofficial peace ballot 
last spring showed that 11,000,000 Britons, of all par- 
ties, favored collective action for peace under the 
League Covenant. The Government has just per- 
formed the feat of organizing 50-odd nations to take 
such action against Italy, and public. enthusiasm 
runs high. By holding the eleetion at once, the Gov- 
ernment need not stake its fate on the success or 
failure of sanctions—they are to take effect, in fact, 
four days after the election. It capitalizes the pop- 
ular appeal of its unprecedented rallying of the na- 
tions against an aggressor. 

This leaves both the Labor and Liberal parties in 

an embarrassing position. They cannot oppose the 
League or sanctions, for both are on record as sup- 
porting them. They can do little more than cen- 
sure the Government for its delay in taking action 
and hint at bad faith in the form of a private agree- 
ment with Italy. Laborites and Liberals also can 
dissent only sli@htly from the Conservatives’ second 
major issue, that of defense, in view of the tense sit- 
uation in Europe and the menace of Nazi and Fascist 
ambitions. 
The wording of the party manifestoes makes this 
latter point clear. The Conservatives urge forces 
“strong enough to fulfill any obligations which, joint- 
ly with others, we may undertake,” and would “re- 
pair the gaps in our defense.” The Liberals call for 
defenses “efficient and large enough for the needs 
of the times.” Labor promises to “maintain such de- 
fense forces as are necessary and consistent with our 
membership in the League.” All parties pledge ef- 
forts toward international arms limitation. 

As to the item of bad faith, it is doubtless true, as 
Lioyd George writes, that there are powerful] lead- 
ers in the Government who, “though they may pay lip 


‘service to the League ideals, in their hearts dislike 


it thoroughly and long for a powerfully armed Brit- 
ain, independent and imperialist, pursuing the old- 
fashioned power diplomacy.” Nevertheless, the Con- 
servatives’ spokesmen now have gone too far in 
action and in word to make conceivable any major 
shift of policy after the elections. To do so would 
be to go against the plainly expressed popular senti- 
ment, and to sink the party in disrepute for years to 
come. The Government has gone on record with this 
unequivocal statement: 

The League of Nations will remain the key- 
note of British foreign policy. We shall con- 
tinue to do all in our power to uphold the Cove- 
nant and to maintain and increase the efficiency 
of the League. 

In the present unhappy dispute between Italy 
and Abyssinia, there will be no wavering in the 
policy we have hitherto pursued. 

On other issues as well, the Conservatives have 
chosen a timely date for the election. The budget is 
balanced (though without provision for the war debt 
to America), Unemployment in England has fallen 
below 2,000,000 for the first time since the depres- 
sion began, and industrial production has passed the 
1929 level. The financial crisis which brought about 
the 1931 election has been surmounted. For the eco- 
nomic bogy of that election, the party strategists 
have substituted the bogy of war. 

On the domestic front, the Government is being 
vigorously attacked. Here, too, though open to criti- 
cism, it holds the cards, and plays them adroitly. On 
the eve of the election, it has provided certain im- 
mediate social benefits for the unemployed and has 
promised others, together with reform of methods 
that have proved unpopular. 

It will be an election of more than domestic inter- 
est. The British Government’s policy toward Italy 
has heartened the world with hope that at last prece- 
dents are being set that will curb aggression. Either 
Labor or the Liberals would continue in broad prin- 
ciples the policies the Baldwin Government has em- 
barked upon, but their cause in the elections is hope- 
less, save in the capture of sufficient seats to give the 
Government a vigorous and wholesome opposition. 

Mr. Baldwin has gone to the electorate on a sig- 
nificant issue and has conducted his strategy astute- 
ly. Interest abroad centers on continuation of the 
peace policies his Government has launched. World 
opinion, as well as that of the voters at home, will 
hold his Government responsible for their contin- 
uance,

A defense lawyer in the movie conspiracy trial ob- ee yt eve 
jected to Federal Judge Moore’s instructions to the dag fae 
jury on the ground that they constituted “a stump 
speech calculated to prejudice the jury.” 

That legalistic objection will be overruled by any- 
one who read the clear instructions of Judge Moore 
and who is interested in getting rid of the under- 
brush of technicalities in which justice is too often 
tripped in our courts. 

One large reason for the superior functioning of 
the English courts is the extent to which the Judges 
take control of the proceedings. Laurance Hyde, com- 
missioner of the Missouri State Supreme Court, 
brought out the point admirably in his recent ad- 
dress before the St. Louis Bar Association. A strik- 
ing illustration of the power of English Judges and 
the full use they make of it is furnished by the Chrys- 
ler case now in the news, a case in which the Judge, 
in his finding, branded one of the main witnesses 
for the defense as a liar and denounced in withering 
language the business practices which had brought 
the defendants into court. We cite this not as a case 
analogous to that tried before Judge Moore—for it 
was not—but as illustrative of the general English 
method in the trial of cases. It is a method which 
has played a large part in making the English courts 
something other than cockpits for the battles of 
lawyers. 

Judge Moore’s charge gave due weight to the fac- 
tors favoring the defense—and the defense, inciden- 
tally, won the case—but it also included, and prop- 
erly so, a plain and non-technical statement of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and its implications. A 
part of his charge specifically attacked by the de- 
fense was the explanation that the Sherman law was 
intended, among other things, “to prevent unreason- 
able use of vast accumulations of wealth to oppress 
individuals and injure the public.” That is the simple 
truth. Why shouldn't the Judge have stated it for 
the guidance of the jury in the highly complicated 
case under trial? 

Peculiarly timely and pertinent, in view of de- 
fense tactics made familiar by the trials for the Kel- 
ley kidnaping, was Judge Moore’s warning to the 
jurors against attempts to get them to try some ex- 
traneous issue or some person not a defendant— 
against, as he said, “a pitfall which too frequently 
causes a miscarriage of justice in criminal cases.”

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GOOD NEWS FROM THE ECONOMIC FRONT. 

President Roosevelt’s Armistice day address at 
Arlington National Cemetery was a reaffirmation 
and a continuation of his words on peace and war 
to the New York Herald Tribune’s Forum on Public 
Questions last month. On that occasion, Mr. Roose- 
velt set forth his pledge “to do my part in keep- 
ing America free of those entanglements that move 
us along the road to war.” He reaffirmed that pledge 
Monday, and supplemented it with a report of con- 
structive action in a field highly productive of the 
international tensions that lead to war. 

Mr. Roosevelt took the occasion to announce that 
a trade agreement had been reached with the Can- 
adian Prime Minister, Mackenzie King, with whom 
he had discussions last week in Washington, Though 
not announcing its specific terms, Mr. Roosevelt said 
that the agreement “will eliminate disagreements 
and unreasonable restrictions, and thus work to the 
advantage of both Canada and the United States.” 

Trade barriers and the strangling of economic ex- 
pansion help to account for the world’s present state 
of armed trepidation. Economic issues lie at the 
bottom of the militaristic blusterings that now over- 
shadow the nations with fear of another great war. 
If Canada and the United States can solve their 
problem with an agreement of mutual benefits, as 
the President described it, then other pairs of neigh- 
bors, and groups of nations, throughout the world 
can realize similar gains, for, in his words, “Each 
has much to gain by material profit and by increased 
employment through the means of enlarged trade, 
one with the other.” 

It is a modest beginning, but it can become mighty 
in its “power of good example.”

‘SONG OF THE MESSIAH 


It 


Is Final Volume of Poems 
in “‘Epic Cycle of West,” 
Begun 20 Years Ago. 


John G. Neihardt, literary critic 
of the Post-Dispatch, is the author 
of a new narrative poem, “The Song 
of the Messiah,” which will be the 
final volume of his “Epic Cycle of 
the West” series, begun 20 years 
ago with the publication of “The 
Song of Hugh Glass.” 

The new volume, like the others 
in the series, treats of the people 
and life on the nineteenth century 
American frontier west of the Mis- 
sissippi. Taking up the last phase 
of Indian resistance on the prairies, 
it follows chronologically “The Song 
of the Indian Wars,” a previously 
published volume. The scene ofthe 
events recorded is Western South 
Dakota, chiefly in the country south 
of the Black Hills, where Neihardt 
has spent much time. 

The theme of the new narrative 
grows out of the hope of the last 
battling tribes for the arrival of the 
Messiah, cast aside by the white 
race, to save the Indians from de- 
feat and starvation—a hope which 
culminated in the bloodshed in 1890 
at Wounded Knee. This makes the 
poem a retelling of the Christ story 
in a medium which is generally un- 
familiar. 

Early this year, while Neihardt 
was at work on the book at his 
home at Branson, Mo., an overheat- 
ed desk lamp set fire to his study, 
burning manuscript representing 
four months’ work. The greater 
part of the manuscript, represent- 
ing three year’s work, was not dam- 
aged. The author had written so 
painstakingly that he was able to 
reproduce from memory the content 
of the destroyed sheets. 

Born in Christian County, IIl., near 
Sharpsburg, Neihardt, as a young 
man, lived for seven years among 
| the Omaha Indians, studying their 
‘customs and history. He holds 
honorary degrees from the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska and Creighton 
University. In 1921 he was named 
poet laureate of Nebraska by act 
of the Legislature of that State.

He tells how, after a few weeks 
of chorusing with the Calhoun 
Opera Company, he was informed 
by Jules Murry that he was being 
promoted to the exalted position of 
“property boy.”

It is the larg- 
est nerve trunk 
in the body, and 
is in close proxi- 
eee —s mation with 
Dr. Ciendening Many bony 
structures which 
might make pressure on it—such as 
the great trochanter of the femur, 
or thigh bone, and the tuberosity of 
the ischium, the pelvic bone on 
which we sit. These bony contigui- 
ties may have considerable to do 
with production of pain in the 
nerve. 

It is by no means a new disease. 
Shakespeare must have had it be- 
cause he refers to it several times. 
In “Measure for Measure,” for in- 
stance, “How now, which of your 
hips has the most profound Sciat- 
ica?” and in “Timon of Athens” 
there is a curse: “Thou cold Sciat- 
ica, Cripple Ou Senators.” 

As medical knowledge of the sub- 
ject advanced, it became evident 
that sciatica, like any nerve pain, 
could be due to a great many dif- 
ferent causes. Displacement or in- 
flammation of the bones have been 
mentioned, muscular disease, irrita- 
tion of the nerve itself, general con- 
ditions of the arteries, diabetes, her- 

nias, mental and nervous conditions. 
* In order to prescribe properly for 
sciatica, we must know the cause 
and, therefore, any case of this kind 
deserves an extremely thorough ex- 
amination, and may require all the 
agents in the diagnostic field. 

By far the commonest form of 
sciatica, however, is a simple chron- 
ic neuralgia. It is extraordinarily 
painful and disabling, and although 
patients who have even extreme 
cases may not be able to show any 
abnormal signs in the muscles or 
bones, that does not prevent it from 
being a veal and crippling disorder. 

Proba.ily the largest number of 
these cases is due to focal infection 
elsewhere in the body; either the 
tonsils are diseased, or a tooth, or 
some other structure is pois ning 
the nerve. 

In treatment, these foci of infec- 
tion should be cleared up first. Af- 
ter that methods of physical ther- 
apy are most needed—the applica- 
tion of heat and cold, massage, elec- 
trical treatment with diathermy. 
There is no indication for any 
change of diet, as diet makes no 
difference either one way or the oth- 
er. It neither Gauses nor cures sci- 
atica, and the patient with sciatica 
should at least have the comfort of 
_ eating anything that he wants. 

Injections into the nerve of anal- 
gesic substances can be done by 
physicians who are experienced in 
that work, and are usually curative.
